THE NEW CABINET,

What must first strike everybody upon

A CURE FOR THE MIDGE. 


The Globe gives the following cure for 
the midge, which’ it séems has been prac- 
tised’ successfully. It consists in drawing 
over the wheat field a rope saturated with 
turpentine, a liquid fo which the tastes of 
the insdéct tribe are peculiarly adverse, This 
process should not be too long delayed, in- 
asmuch as if the fly gets into the ear it isa 
iatter of the greatest difficulty to dislodge 
it. ‘The experiment of kéeping off the fly 
by means of tirpentine was tried in one of 
the fields towards the close of last week.— 
The rope was drawn oyer every alternate 
ridge and in the evening the farmers as 
sembled to; witness. the result. » The effect 
‘was soon Appnrent.  Myviads of sinall yel- 
low-insects came fying over the crops, and 
whilst the ridges which had been operated 
on in (he"wanner described entirely escap- 
ed, the other portions of thé field were uear- 
ly covered by these tiny but des:ructive 
Visitors, Tt is too early yet to count with 
any degree of certainty upon the ultimate 
success of thé experiment; but so sutisfne- 
tory were its immediate consequences that 
all’the turpentine in Vaughin rose at once 
to a premium, > With ‘respect: to garden 
produce, irreparable damage has been done 
to the tender plants and the fruits, whilst 
any of the hurder kinds are favorably pro 
Gressing.

Too much 
praise caunot be given to the jury for their 
patient and laborious investization of this 
melancholy affair; and theirforeman, Win, 
Burke, Esq., deserves especial commenila- 
tion for his firmness and the judicious man- 
ner in which Le conducted the investigation. 
The depositions, which were taken down 
by Mn. Shea, who formed one of the jury, 
are very lengthy and almost voluminous, 
and reflect much credit on his energy and 
perseverance, The butcher's knife found 
concealed on the premises of Choinurd, is 
an ugly affair, acd being very dull it must 
lave required a great amouut of force to 
inflict such a wound us that received by 
Me Donnell, The evidence presented is ot 
a contradictory character, but the general 
opinion is thutthe French Canadiiins were 
the Qrst aggressors in tho alfray, and the 
verdict of the jury is in accordance with 
that idea.

‘There con be no doubt about the result, for 
upon this point there isa wonderful agreement 
"bo:h in the French and Austrian accounts of 
the battle. ‘The later admit that their loss 
was extraordinarily heavy, and that they were 
obliged to withdraw to the ovher side of the 
Mincio, As the Zmex remarks, “ history 
scarcely recorda n "bulletin in which dissster 
was more explicitly avowed.” ‘This’ candid 
avowal from habitual liars in such matters 
makes us conclude tliat the battle of Solferino 
was very decisive in its character, and estab- 
lishes beyond question the superiority of the 
French over the Austrian soldie 

The Village of Solferino, where the battle 
was fought, possesses some historical reminia- 
cenves which are not over favorab!e to Austria. 
In 1796 the French, under the first Napoleon, 
de‘eated the Austrians previously to besieging 
Mantua, which was reduced ‘the following year. 
Whether this last tattle wi!l be followed by 
similar results to the former remains to be 
seen.

telligence may be that this celebrated fortress 
is in a state of seige by the allied armies. 

‘The strategetical operations of the Austrians 
areas unaccountable us their severe reverses, 
+ Jt ison all lands* considered by Military 
men that the position this side of the Mincio, 
which the Austrian army occupied on the 23rd, 
wns most favorable in casu of attack. ‘The 
ground occupied was an elevated plateau rising 
gradually towards the Mincio, and a lake 
which vovered the right wing of the army, with 
the fortress of the Mantua on the South and 
Peschiera on the North, The Frencli army 
could not liaye made ant attack against them 
in this position, except undér the most over- 
whelming disadyantages, Unaccountable’ to 
relate, however, the Austrian army voluntarily 
abandon this position and re-cross the Mincio, 
where they are beaten most shamefully, 

The only explanation which can be given 
for this tactical blunder is this :~-that the Aus- 
trians are desirous of leading the allied armie< 
within the celebrat-d quadrangle between the 
Mincio and the Adige, which Prussia is thought 
ti consider part of the defences of Germany, 
and, if so, an invasion of this territory will be 
considered by that Power a causus belli, and 
immediately precipitate the whole of Germany 
in the war. - 

Prussia has mobilized six of her army corps, 
amounting to some 200,000 men. ‘The other 
sinaller German States can send into the field 
100 odditional soldiers, while Avatria 

y x men, the flower of her 
army @ that should the warextend beyond 
its present limits, France and Sardinia would 
have to contend with an army of more than 
hwf a million of well disciplined soldiers ! 
Against this immense force the allies could not 
array more than hulf'the number, unless (what 
would "be inevitable) Russia stepped in with 
hor assistance, Should such o complication 
occur (which heaven forbid), England could 
not very Well maintain an attitude of neutrali- 
ty. However much we mixht dislike seeing 
her fighting onthe same side with Austria, it 
would be madness to stand by and see Europe 
partiioned between Rugsit ond dtrance, and 
this could only be provento( by assisting Prus- 
sia in the deadly struggle;

The Board of Instruction. 


The County Board of Public Instruction de- 
serve great credit for tho manner in which 
they have for tho last twelve months porform- 
ed thoir duties, In raisiig the standard of 
qualification for teachers they have performed, 
unquestionably, a public service, of which the 
community cannot feel too'grateful. Unfortu- 
nately for the Educational interests of our 
County, it has been entirely too easy a task for 
candidates at our County Board to get certili- 
cates of qualification for tenching. ‘The rule 
Joid down was that “it wag better to send out 
teachers poorly qualified than that any school 
sections should want one by‘haying the num 
ber too limited.” Tho consequence of this 
false laxity was, that “Tom, Dick, and Harry” 
could get certifieates by applying, when they 
were entirely unfitted for tip duties of their 
proves.ion, It was soon fount that this elass 
of teachors multiplied much fastor than those 
better qualified, Of cours, thair education 
having cost them less they were able to tenc! 
for lower salaries than those better qualified. 
As a general rule trustecs aré much more care: 
ful about tho salaries than the qualifications of 
those thoy employ—on the same principle of 
gccnomy that the patty wise and pound fool- 
ish, regardless of quality, purehano their 
pound of cheap tea ‘or a yard of inferior cloth, 
3y this monns it was found that ffth-rate 
teachers, instead of being vunfined to the poor 
cst cliss of schools and competing only with 
those of their ows standing, mimied at tho hij he 
estprizes, and compoted successfully with first 
olass teachers, driving the latter i disgust 
from the profession. An ignoramus could got 
a school at any time, by tonching for ton or 
twelve dollars a month, while the most accom- 
plished scholar would have to go without if hie 
tequired adequate remuneration. 

Tho present Bonrd have, however, taken 
aleps to remove this erying evil, so that it is 
now impossible for unqualified tenohers to 
procure woertifioate. They have adopted, what 
all the most intelligent Boards of other Coun- 
ties have had aome tino, the ayaterm of oxan- 
ining by printed questions and written answers, 
‘This mode requires more time and labor both 
on the partof the examiners and the examined, 
yet none will dispute that it ft more thorough 
and satisfactory than oral oxaminations, ‘The

We have no doubt they will soon xi- 
persede the ordinary brick, for good houses, 
‘They are manufactured by D. L. Carscallen, 
The cost of the buildings will probably be 
botween four and five thousand dollars; the 
main building will be 2 stories high, with cot- 
tage roof, and modern improvements.

NEWSPAPER REMINISCENCES. 


(othe Editor of the Brookville Recorder.) 
Dean Sin,—A short time since a paper 
wos ae my hands, containing a Com- 
munication from your valuable journal 
headed Wandering thoughts by the way.’ 
or Recollections of other days. It is not 
my intention to trouble you with a long 
communication, but wy name being men- 
Hioned, and as I yet fee) deeply interosted 
in the early history of Printing’ in Canada 
West, I thouglit L would tnke ithe liberty 
of making a fow remarks on the subject 
and state a fuw plain facts in contexion 
witli it, 
| Tho fitat time I ever saw'n typo, or was 
in a printing office, was on the 13th day of 
Sunuary, 1805, in Windsor, Vermont. The 
establishment was owned by Mr. Nalium 
Mower, with whom I served iny apprentice 
ship,—early in tho spring of 1807, he 
moved to Montreal, where ut that time, 
there was’ only one paper published, enlled 
the Montreal Gazette, printed on a small 
derny sheet, with two columns on a page, 
ope in the French and the other in the 
English language. ‘The wroprictor of this 
establishment was Mr, Edward Edwards, 
who was also the Post Muster. Sometime 
in tha month of May, the same year, 1807, 
‘the first number of the Canadian Courant 
made its appearance, published and edited 
by Mr. Mower. At the expiration of my 
apprenticeship, 1810, an excellent young 
man by tlie name of Charles Kendall, with 
myself, left Montreal for Kingston on the 
first day of September, taking our Press and 
types with us, and arrived thera on the 
morning of the 13th, a little after sunrise, 
Our travelling conveyance was a brigadeof 
tke old fashioned Canadian batteaux, there

ly, of the same year, the Upper Canada 
Herald was first published jo Kingston, by 
the late Hugh C.Pbomson,Exq., but print- 
ed by Mr. Beuch, who afterwards was the 
first proprictor and editor of the Broekville 
Recurder. : 
When the ‘Kingston Gazette way first 
commenced, Mr. Kendall and myself were 
joint partners ‘in the concern, but from the 
loth day of November, 1811, to the 29th 
of December, 1818, I was the sole proprie- 
tor, printer and editor, Thus, Mr. Editor, 
you will perceive that the Kingston Gazette 
‘was tho first paper ever pribted in King-

On the 7th inst, the Emperor of the 
French telegraphed to the Empress that an 
armistice had been cencluded between the 
Emperor of Austria avd himself, and that 
commissioners had been appointed to sottle 
the clauses and duration of the armistice. 
The Paris Afonileur says it is necessary 
that the public shoald not misunderstand 
the extent of the armistice. It is limited 
merely to a relaxation of Lostilities between 
the armies, which, though leaving the ficld 
open for negotiations, does not enable us 
for the present to state how the war may 
be-determined. x 

The London Times believes in peace, 
and remarks that “before the truce had 
ended the French army will have been re- 
freshed and reinforeed. A fleet of gun- 
boats will be readyeupon the luke that 
surrounds Mantua, and a great army will 
be ready to make its descent upon the 
bores of Northern Italy.

tion. to their various details, and as a whole
